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Reasons for Allowance 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
Applicants' response and arguments with respect the R&D Focus Drug News (12 
Nov. 2001) reference is persuasive. The R&D Focus Drug News teaches that ACP-103 
is a selective 5HT2A inverse agonist and has a potential antipsychotic agent with 
improved side-effects. However, it does not teach the structure of the compound ACP- 
103. The structure was not revealed at the time the invention was made. Accordingly, 
one of ordinary skill in the art would not have been able to determine the chemical 
structure of the ACP-103 compound. Therefore, the previous rejections made with the 
employment of the R&D Focus Drug News are withdrawn. 

Pursuant to MPEP 804, since the only remaining rejection is the obvious type 
double patenting rejections, the instant obvious double patenting rejections are 
withdrawn over copending Application Nos. 11/134, 769, 11/416,855 and 10/850,819. 
The claims of the instant Application are allowed.
